At iTo lice headquarters it is declar­ 
ed the evidence against the wo man is

If the evidence against 
the wo man gathered by the po lice Is 
sufficient to make a co nvictio n, it is 
pro bable that she will be turned o ver 
to the state fo r pro secutio n.

arrest. The victims arc ‘nearly al­ 
way s sent o ut o f the city . 
We have made disco veries that are 
asto unding,” said Detective William 
Bates, who has been wo rking o n the 
case. “ This wo man has secured no 
ess than fifty y o ung girls in this ciiy 
and sent them to cities in Texas and 
hicago . 
“ Acting as an emplo y ment agent, 
she sent 
y o ung 
w^o men to Austin, 
Texas, where she to ld them they co uld 
secure po sitio ns In banks as bo o k, 
kepers 
and steno graphers. 
Instead, 
lo wever, they wo uld be met by an 
agent o f the wo man and taken to an 
mmo ral reso rt. 
“ The w'o man wo uld have the girls 
meet her at her ho me and after engag* 
ng them wo uld take them to the Un- 
o n depo t and purchase tranipo rtatio u 
fo r Texas o r Chicago . She wo uld turn 
the tickets o ver to the co nducto r and 
leave her victim in charge o f the train 
crew%” 
Detective Bates say s that he went 
to the w'o man’s ho me a few' day s ago 
and under the representatio imhat he 
to o , tafflckcd in girls, made a co n­ 
tract with the w'o raan to the effect 
that he sho uld get |5 fro m her fo r 
every girl he sui)plled. 
“ Our attentio n was first bro ught to 
the case.” said Detective Bales, “ by a 
y o ung girl who was sent to Chicago 
When she learned the true character 
o f the place to which she was being 
sent, she go t o ff the train and bo rro w­ 
ed eno ugh mo ney to return to her 
bo me in New'to n, Kan.”

ho uses. 
Befo re deciding to make public the 
letter, o r even to write such a letter. 
The president co nsulted with his po ­ 
litical and perso nal advisers in the 
cabinet. 
He had in no w^y been re­ 
spo nsible fo r the publicity given to 
the Sto rer 
pamphlet, 
altho ugh the 
members o f bis o fficial family and 
many members 
o f the two 
ho uses 
were fully acquainted with its co n­ 
tents. 
At first the president, at the risk 
o f being misundersto o d, was no t In­ 
clined to make reply to the pamphlet. 
He to o k the po sitio n that the failure 
to treat him with cando r by deliber­ 
ately falling to make use o f pbrtio ns 
o f their 
letters and 
attributing tf> 
“ private 
co nversatio ns” 
what co uld 
no t be established in a do cumentary 
way , o f itself discredited the Sto rer 
pamphlet. 
A week ago y esterday the president 
spent a part o f his S u n d a y .

The nex t annual report of the state 
superintendent of public schools will 
show some interesting facts. Among 
them will be: 
The 
compulsory 
attendance 
law 
brought 
26,263 
children 
into 
the 
schools the first year after it was 
adopted. 
The highest annual salary paid a 
rural teacher in Missouri is $600, for 
term of eight months 
at 
|75 
per 
month; the lowest |60, for term of 
four months at |15 per month; the 
average is below |300. 
St. Louis bas an assessed valuation 
of $240,000 per teacher employed, and 
pays an average annual 
salary 
of 
$720. 
Kansae City has an assessed 
valuation of $110,000 per teacher and 
pays $840 as an average annual sal- 
lary. 
Rural districts in 
most 
counties 
show a larger assessed valuation to 
the teacher than do the town schools 
of the same county, and the average 
for the rural teacher is above that of 
the city and town teachers of 
the 
state. 
The average levy for school purposes 
in the rural school districts is a|jout 47 
cents on the hundred dollars assessed 
valuation, while in the 
cities 
and 
towns it is about 82 cents. 
The above facts indicate that there 
should be some legislation requiring 
longer terms and larger salaries, es­ 
pecially in sue’ii districts as can sup­ 
port them on a levy within the con­ 
stitutional limits. 
Both the Southw’est and Northwest 
Missouri Teachers* associations, held 
during the 
Thank sgiving 
holidays, 
passed resolutions favoring 
legisla­ 
tion requiring state uniformity of tex t 
book s for rural and village schools. 
There is now a demand for trained 
teachers never k nown before. 
The 
state normal 
schools are well 
at­ 
tended. The enrollment in these five 
schools so far s;nce September is, iu 
round niimbe^ as follows:

ing in writing letters. Such ex pres­ 
sions as “Mr. Storer’s statement is 
false" and “confession of wrong do­ 
ing" and “peculiar perfidy" (Mr. Stor- 
er’s) and “Mr. Storer’s disingenuous­ 
ness" are met with at different pL 'es 
in the letter of the president to Mi. 
Root. 
The president does not hesitate to 
admit and reaffirm the respect and 
consideration he feels toward Arch­ 
bishop Ireland, but in no uncertain 
way he mak es clear that as presldeni 
of thé United States he could have 
and never did have the remotest con­ 
nection with any movement to mak e 
or unmak e a cardinal of the Catholic 
church. 
Not the least forcible passages 
in 
the letter are tl/ose in which he re­ 
plies to the suggestion that the pope 
was displeased with the conduct of 
Archbishop Ireland in not preventing 
the war with Spain. While the par­ 
ticular ex pressions have no bearing 
on the 
controversy, they show the 
president’s intense Americanism. 
Written at the time they were, and 
under the circumstances, they could 
not have been anything but a sincere 
ex pression 
of that 
intensity. The 
presiden^gaid in that connection: 
“As 
I am concerned, I would 
resent 
impertinence any Euror 
pean, whether pope, k aiser, czar or 
president, daring to be angry with any 
American because of his action or 
non-action as regards any question be­ 
tween America and an outside nation. 
No pretension of this k ind should be 
admitted 
for one 
moment. If any 
man, clerical 
or lay, 
bishop, arch­ 
bishop. priest or civilian, was in any 
way guilty of treasonable nractic?s 
with Spain during our war, he should 
be shot or hung, and It is an outrage 
on justice that he should be at large. ’ 
Another 
interesting 
fact brought 
out in the letter of the president and 
not touched upon in the Storer pamph­ 
let Is that Mr. Storer at one time 
took up the cause of a dismissed con­ 
sul general, an^ in doing so address­ 
ed a letter to Senator Hanna, who 
had not the remotest connection with 
the state department, containing se­ 
vère strictures on the course of the 
administration. 
In doing tk is he incurred the ire of 
Mr. John Hay, then secretary of state, 
and, when reprimanded for his criti­ 
cism of the course of the administra­ 
tion in that case, ack nowledged his 
error abjectly and tendered his re­ 
signation, which the president did not 
accept 
There seems to be no way in which 
the controversy between the president 
and Mr. Storer can be given an offi­ 
cial status. It is possible that some 
of those who oppose the administra­ 
tion may 
seek to have 
the Storer 
pamphlet embalmed in the Congres­ 
sional Record in the course of a 
Speech, but there Is nothing of which 
congress can tak e official cognizance. 


The Charge of the Storers. 


Washington. Dec. 8.~The 
v era city 
of President Roosevelt is called 
into 
question in documents siibiuilted to 
his cabinet anA to the senate commit­ 
tee on foreign relations by ^ellamy 
Storer, 
who recently 
was recalled 
from Ills post as ambassador to the 
court of Austria for his efforts to ob­ 
tain a cardinalate for Archbishop Ire­ 
land. 
On the face of the letters which 
Mr. Storer mak es public in an effort 
to prove that he was a presidential 
scapegoat instead of an undiplomatic 
diplomat, Roosevelt is proven guilty 
of the offense for which Storer was 
dismissed. These letters from Roose­ 
velt to the Storers, 
written 
when 
Roosevelt was governor of New York , 
placed the ex ecutive on record In un­ 
equivocal terms as one of Archbishop 
Ireland’s warmest supporters for the 
cardinalate. and stated that anything 
Storer could do to obtain the appoint­ 
ment for ArchbishMp Ireland would 
be appreciated by Roosevelt. 
After Roosevelt’s election to the 
vice presidency and subsequent suc­ 
cession to the presidency, he evident­ 
ly realized that his warm pro-Catholic 
letters might be used by the Protest 
ants against him as campaign docu­ 
ments, for he ask ed ^torer to sup 
press them. Hoviever, following out 
Roosevelt’s instructions, Storer hati 
made every effort to obtain the ap­ 
pointment for Archbishop Ireland, and 
apparently had used Roosevelt’s let­ 
ters ill furtherance of his plans be- 
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fore ho received the request to k eep 
them from the public. 
The dismissal of Storer came with 
little warning, and was a bomb shell 
ill diplomatic circles. None appeared 
more surprised than Storer himself. 
He was dismissed for undue activity 
in church affairs by the man who had 
urged him most heartily to such activ­ 
ity. He was tohl that it was believe« ! 
advisable to have at the court of 
Austria a representative who would 
pay less attention to church politics 
and more to diplomatic duties—and 
at the mom cut of his dismissal he had 
in his poss ;-s;on documents praising 
him in the L.ghcst terms for his “ac­ 
tivity 11 church politics." 
Mr. Storer ex plains that, in the 
light of these facts, he believes it not 
ex traordinary that he shonld desire to 
€ X>nvinc© the United States senate 
and the public that he vras not un­ 
worthy of his position as an important 
representative of his country abroad, 
but was, on the contrary, doing his 
utmost to carry out the wishes of his 
people at home- as ex pressed to him 
by the man oftenest referred to as 
“the most representative American," 
and that he was shelved only when 
“the most representative American" 
contracted a severe case of “cold feet" 
and was badly in need of a scapegoat.

RECORDS OF LANGUAGES. 


Talking Machines fo r Prewrv lng In­ 
dian Dialects and Music. 


Indian languages are so rapidly dl^ 
appearing that the Smithsonian Insti­ 
tution has undertak en to mak e a se­ 
ries of talk ing machine records of the, 
dialects, songs and musical diants of 
the American aborigines. 
A ltoou^ 
the phonograph has not proven en- 
entirely satisfactory for tola purpose, 
because Its reproductions were 
too 
mechanical and the record cylinders 
so perishable, a large nnmher of rec­ 
ords have been made by this means. 
It has now been found that perfect 
records may be secured by means of 
a new device k nown as the telegrk - 
phone. The records for this machine, 
which is designed primarily for corre- 
spbndence dictatldn and to tak e down 
cènversatîon over the telephone, are 
made by magnetic impressions on a 
steel wire or disk . These are practi­ 
cally indestmctihle. 
It is said that the recc/ds made hy 
the telegraphone are so perfect that 
they can hardly be distinguished from 
toe original voice. Once a record *s 
made it can be transferred any num­ 
ber of times, and these duplicate r ^ 
ords will reproduce perfectly, while 
one phonograph record can not be 
made from another snccessMly. One 
telegraphone has already reprodncM 
over forty thousand times a reconl 
which shows no signs of having lost 
any of its original strength and clear­ 
ness. 
Scientists# and 
philologists 
are 
therefore giving much attention to the 
telegraphone as a means of preserv­ 
ing the only records that will exist in 
the future of characteristic dialects, 
which are gradually disappearing.

locomotives 
and 
cars, 
Ireight traffic

“Great as has been the growth of 
traffic during the last ten y ears,” say s 
this writer In the Review- of Reviews, 
“it must of necessity be far exceeded 
by that of the next ten, since p op uUi- 
iion is increasing and the volume of 
trade grows more rap idly than p op ula­ 
tion. Tb extend our railroad facilities 
oy the building of new mileage, by im­ 
p rovement of track s and terminal fa­ 
cilities, and by the increase of rolling 
stock adequate to meet the actual 
needs of the country during the next 
ten y ears, would require as a minim­ 
um an exp enditure in that time of 
from $ 4,000,000,000 to $ 5.000j000,000.”

who cannot help themselves.

the only food sup p ly for many thou­ 
sands. and y oung children .and their 
Uves often dep eai ni on its p urity . 
Tlie n ili-men's tcmp laint that they 
cannot mak e a living without water­ 
ing their milk is unw*orthy of a mo­ 
ment’s consideration. 
If it were true 
ihe p ublic would cheerfully p ay more; 
.n fact, any reasonable p rice w-ould not

dealers. Milk bought at ten cents a 
gallon ought certainly lo y ield a hand­ 
some p rofit when sold at six cents a 
quart.

$1,800 a y ear clear with fifteen cows, 
selling milk at six cents a quart. 
However, what the p ublic wants 
and sorely needs is absolutely p ure 
milk fresh from the cow, and the 
herds insp ected for tuberculosis and 
other deadly diseases. 
It is to be 
hup ed that the city council will y et 
do its 
duty and p rovide an amp le 
force of Insp ectors to insure this ik - 
sired end. In the meantime the rem­ 
edy lies with the city attorney and 
the county p rosecutor to mete out 
stern justice to all this class of of­ 
fenders until this community Is made 
too hot to hold them.

The happy placeáis a little v illage of 
Marchessi, at the foot of the Jura 
mountains, in Switzerland.

this reason she is a general fav orite 
with all of them. 
She is the daughter of b ne -of W’y- 
oming’s most prominent citizens, Wil­ 
liam C. Irv ine, the present state treas­ 
urer, 
and a millionaire 
cattleman. 
Mr. Irv ine was for many years the 
manager of thb immense Leiter-Plati 
terests in W’yoraing. and since he 
gav e up that position the first of the 
year, the Irv ines hav e continued to 
occupy the residence at the Big Red 
ranch. 
This summer saw^ the b eginning of 
tlji^-iroub le. George H. Knighton wras 
^placed in charge of the rahch when 
Mr. Irv ine gav e up the activ e w’ork. 
Knighton is a Mormon and he b rought 
with him a b unch of Mormon cow­ 
b oys w’ho knewr not Edna. 
The girl 
came home from school and Knighton 
sought to order her around the place 
as he did the men, with oaths and 
rough lan^iage. 
Miss Irv ine made frequent com­ 
plaints to her father at Cheyenne. 
On August 19, ill response to a teie- 
gram urging his immediate presence 
at the ranch, Mr. Irv ine came north at 
once, and w*as met at the train at 
Cleamont b y the girl, who told him 
that it w’as impossib le for her to put 
up with Knighton's 
ab use. 
Irv ine 
went to the ranch, held a b rief parley 
with Knighton, and told him that if 
he ev er si>oke to his child again he 
would driv e him from the country. 
Tw^o w'eeks later the shooting oc­ 
curred. At the ranch the orphan cal­ 
v es were Edna’s special charge, and 
these calv es w’ere to hav e b een b rand 
ed with her special b rand. They w’ore 
all in the corraL and when Edna ar 
riv ed at the corral with her b rothe: 
she found the young calv es, which 
had not b een weaned yet, had b een 
kept awray from the milch cow’s wiiich 
had b een giv en her for the .calv es. 
She sought to let the cow's get to 
the calv es, b ur Knighton held them 
b ack, and in a taunting way asked 
her what she was going to do ab out it. 
Controlling herself the girl rode off. 
She was determined, howev er, that 
the calv es should b e fed. and went to 
the granary to get them something. 
Knighton watched her ev ery mov e, 
and when she left the granary door 
open for an Instant while she stepped 
out to get a pall he told her in a 
gruff v /ay that he had giv en orders 
that that door b e kept closed. 
He 
used an oath and the girl’s anger 
b urst. 
She told him to “shut his 
mouth.” 
“I take no orders from j'ou,” w^as 
his response. 
Miss Irv ine then pulled hb r gun 
and Knighton said:

“Oh, that’s all right; go ahead.” 
She fired.* She had no intention of 
w'oundlng the man, she said after­ 
wards, and did not^ know for sev eral 
hours that she had hit him.
